Central Figure lit Indiana's Most 


Noted Criminal Case.

INDIANAPOLIS, June 
9. — Mrs. 


Nancy E. Clem is dead. She was 
the central figure in Indiana's most 
famous criminal case; was tried five 
times for murder, was sentenced to 
hang twice and finally escaped on a 
technicality. Mrs. Clem was final- 
ly convicted of perjury and served 
four years in the state female re- 
formatory. 


Mrs. Clem was arrested and tried 


for the murder of Jacob Young and 
his wife in 1868, who were found 
dead in their home in Indianapolis. 
The murders were supposed to have 
resulted from large money transac- 
tions. For the Young murders W. 
J. Abrarng was sentenced to life im- 
prisonment and was pardoned after 


confinement of several 
years. 


'Syke" Hartman, a brother of Mrs, 
Clem's, was also arrested for com- 
plicity in the crime, and committed 
suicide in Jail. Another suspected 
brother was never captured. Be- 
fore her death Mrs. Clem said she 
was not guilty of the Young mur- 
ders. She was sixty-five years old.
